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MEASURE OF GREATNESS 

In view of the too prevalent attitude among 
certain types of officialdom and the general 
public to regard the executives of “big business,” 
as creatures of different mold from average 
men, it is well to remember that, after all, re- 
sponsibility, large income and high position do 
not change the character or personality of the 
man worthy of his post. 

Neither the highest among government of- 
ficials, federal, state or municipal, nor the 
greatest of industrial tycoons, imagines himself 
as fit subject for crown and scepter, if he is 
worthy of his job. Such men would not be 
where they are, if they ever forgot they are but 
men among their fellows. 

Experienced newspaper reporters, accus- 
tomed to interviewing men and women in all 
walks of life, know that the greater the man 
the easier he is to contact, to talk with and to 
make a friend. It is the intrinsically small 
man, temporarily elevated to a position he is 
not really qualified to fill, who tries to impress 
others with his importance and who regards 
himself as a creature of superior clay. Who 
becomes, in short, a “stuffed shirt.” 

It is axiomatic that no man can fully ex- 
press his own personality or his own capacity, 
in any role, who does not fully realize there are 
many other men, potentially, at least, just as 
fine as he in character, in ability and in man- 
hood, who earn only $25 a week or less. No 
matter to what heights a man may climb in the. 
materialistic world, he is a failure if he loses 
the human cgntact with average men of high 
or low degree. 

Ever since the trust-busting days of the “big 
stick” there has been a too easy tendency in the 
United States to blame-all economic ills on that 
indefinite shadow, “big business.” That ancient 
bugaboo is the ever ready target of all dema- 
gogues, a target largely created only for the 
purpose of providing a metaphorical red-herring 
to divert attention from topics the demagogue 
would avoid. 

It is high time intelligent Americans awoke 
to the fact that, in most cases, the men at the 
top in business or industry today began as 
humble workers in the ranks and won their pro- 
motions through the combination of unusual 
ability, a voracious appetite for hard work and 
fortuitous circumstances, There are a few ex- 
ceptions to the rule but, in almost every case, 
the high salaried executive of today was the 
private in the economic army @f yesterday. 

Add to this knowledge the realization that 
the worthy leader never forgets his origins and 
is intrinsically a “regular-fellow,” anxious only 
to be accepted as “one of the gang,” by other 
regulars, and the needless fear of Machiavellian 
motives by “big business” will happily fade from 
the national sefitiment, ushering in a better 
day of understanding and co-operation for all 
citizens of a truly democratic country. 


BRIDGE-TABLE HORRORS 


Once upon a time a body could learn a card 
game with a fair chance of being able to play it 
without interference, other than casual kibitz- 
ing, for the remainder of his natural life. That 
time, alack-a-day, was long ago and now takes 
{ts place in history with fairy tales and ostrich 
feather hats. 

It was in the days before whist degenerated 
into duplicate whist. From duplicate whist it 
was but an easy step to bridge. As machines 
speeded the tempo of our civilization, so did 
card games speed our descent to Avernus. Plain 
bridge yielded the tables to auction bridge; auc- 
tion bridge fell before the sweeping onslaught of 
contract bridge. Contract bridge seemed to 
have things stopped for @ time, but then ac- 
countants took up the gamie and invented 
devious hods of scoring, after which, heap- 
ing coals on fevered brows, came conventions, 
Signals, informative bids and other gadgets 
replete with everything save mirrors and horns. 
A once pleasant pastime became something that 
made strong men weep. 

And now, in the midst of all other world 
troubles, comes five-suit bridge. Cards of the 
new suit bear a solid green crown and are called 
“royals,” the highest suit in the deck. You can 
also play poker with this new deck, experts say. 
It should make red dog, down the river, sevens 
and jacks, deuces, wild, double up, freeze-out 
and wild widow seem like weak coffee. 

Scoring has been changed, too. But we 
can’t go into that. Life is too short. From a

casual glance, hawever, it is evident the reces- 

sion should soon be over for the makers of those 

trick calculating machines on which they’ve 

been figuring our social security payments.

THE FEDERAL LICENSING BILL 
The machinery of American business, al- 
ready slipping cogs because of “monkey- 
wrench” legislation, faces further handicaps in 
the federal ticensing bill proposed by Senators 


Borah and O’Mahoney. 


The measure, now in the hands of a sub- 
committee of the senate judiciary committee, 
is the subject of a brief argument in opposition 
just filed by Prentiss H. Terry, executive vice 
president of the Southern States Industrial 
Council. This organization represents about 
15,000 manufacturers located in the 15 southern 
states, and its representations as to the harmful 
effect to be expected from the licensing meas- 
ure may be regarded as voicing the general at- 
titude of the south. 


The timeliness of the protest of the South- 
ern States Industrial Council and the threat of 
the Borah-O’Mahoney and similar measures to 
the rank and file of southern citizenry are em- 
phasized by the fact that the south is the last 
frontier of the small business man, in whose 
behalf so many gestures have been made of late, 
but for whom very little actually has been done 
in the matter of urgently needed relief. 


Mr. Terry points out that there are, accord- 
ing to the 1935 federal census of manufacturers, 
26,378 manufacturing establishments in the 
areas represented in the membership of the 
council. These are widely scattered and rep-~ 
resent, to a large extent, the typical small man- 
ufacturing plant of the country. 


_ The small business man, who is the friendly 
neighbor of the average citizen, has, with typical 
American courage, persisted in trying to exist 
in a bewildering maze of whirring regulatory 
buzz saws. In the south, analyses show, 85 per 
cent of the manufacturing plants employ not 
more than 50 persons each. The limits of opera- 
tions of these plants restrict production, of 
course, but tend to increase co-operation and 
to stimulate ater harmony in industrial re- 
lations than is possible in larger enterprises in 
which personal interest is a less dominant fac- 
tor. The average business organization in the 
south, therefore, has become more of a come 
mercial or industrial family than an economic 
mechanism, 


‘It is against this background that another 
shadow falls as the Borah-O’Mahoney licensing 
billimpends. “Not only,” says Mr. Terry, “would 
there be conflict with existing federal laws, but 
there would be conflict as well with state laws 
and the provisions of state charters, without 
relief to business organizations from the bur- 
dens, restrictions and nuisance levies of in- 
dividual states.” 


The bill, designed to provide fair competition 
among manufacturers, does not plate, it 
is contended, the inclusion of corporations 


whose gross assets are $100,000 or less. This 
would seem, at first glance, to eliminate most of 
the establishments of the south. However, there 
is one title which specifically provides for plac- 
ing under the provisions of the measure any 
“competing organizations” which do not con- 
form “to the conditions of fair competition.” 


There’s the rub, as Mr. Terry points out. 
Every effort would be made by majority com- 
petitors in other sections of the country to ob- 
tain uniform standards throughout the nation, 
to the entire disregard of natural and economic 
differences bet he different areas of the 
United States. “Neither the Federal Trade Com- 
mission nor any other commission,” he says, 
“could possibly give proper consideration to the 
variable factors involved.” . 


Experiences under NRA are still fresh in the 
memories of business men of the south, many of 
whom “folded up” and many others of whom 
were “rolled up.” It is to the best interests of 
the average citizen of the south that the federal 
licensing bill be defeated, for it would add one 
more burden to business, whether large or 
small, already under the avalanche of work and 
expense incident to the social security, national 
labor relations and tax laws. 


Every penny added to the expense of busi- 
ness invariably is passed on in an increase in the 
cost of the bread and butter of the men, women 
and children who are America.

AMERICAN FREIGHT RATES 
(From The Spartanburg Herald-Journal) 


American railroads are in serious financial dis- 
tress. They admit it and are asking for relief. 
They declare they are not over-capitalized and 
submit statistics to prove the truth of their state- 
ment. They have been urged to operate shorter 
trains but say that it is an unjust demand be- 
cause it will not make for safety and the employ- 
ment of additional men would increase their fi- 
nancial troubles. The roads now employ more 
than 950,000 persons. 

What American railroads want, in order that 
they may get out of their financial difficulties, 
pay adequate wages, give first class service and 
prevent accidents is an increase in freight rates. 
The desired increase is opposed by many shippers, 
but the roads direct attention to the fact that they 
haul freight for less than it is hauled in any of 
the leading countries. 

Japan alone has lower freight rates than those 
in the United States. Even in Mexico, China and 
India, with the cheapest of labor railroad rates 
are higher than in this country. The average 
rate in Europe for transporting a ton of freight 
a distance of one mile is 2.68 cents. In the United 
States it is .94 cents per ton-mile, That makes a 
good showing for American roads,

FAIR ENOUGH

}Disaster the Ohio river climbed 
out of its channel, spread over the 
neighborhood country and brought 
the“army, the Red Cross, the na- 
tional guard and -the naval re- 
serves rushing to the rescue. Boats 
were shipped in from Maine, 
Chesapeake Bay and Chicago, The 
local man-power was mobilized for 


area and the whole nation aroused 
itself over a dramatic disaster. 

There has been a somewhat sim- 
ilar mishap in this region, Fol- 
lowing heavy rains the local 
streams, some of which were dry 
beds at certain times of the year, 
began to rip and slash along their 
courses. Wednesday morning word 
began to spread that a flood was 
forming and by noon at the Santa 
Fe station the Chief, the fast, 
nickel-plated train from the east, 
was posted as indefinitely late. 
The Chief was only a few miles 
out of town but was stalled at a 
bridge while railroad engineers 
walked out to inspect the sup- 
ports. The Chief never got across, 
for the bridge was carried away in 
sight of passengers and the train 
was slowly and carefully rerouted 
over the Southern Pacific tracks 
for a short journey which took 
four hours. 

By that time, in the streets of 
Los Angeles, water was spouting 
up through the manholes from 
overloaded drainage sewers and 
people who lived in the suburbs 
were worrying about the roads 
home or planning to stay in town. 
By morning a disaster had struck 
in some vague hinterland described 
as “back there” and at this writ- 
ing the blow is something of yes- 
terday, which happened some- 
where else. The sun is shining, 
the streets of the city and Holly- 
wood are dry, the actors, with 
smear on their faces and lace on 
their sleeves, are sparking the gal 
and storming the moat. 


Strange It is a strange ex- 
E ‘ perience to be in a 

xperience city cut off from 
the outside by the destruction of 
great works and surrounded by 
ruin and tragedy, yet unperturbed 
and uninterrupted in the routine 
of life and the ordinary interests. 
Indifference may not be the word, 
for that suggests a heartless disin- 
terest in misfortune, 

The horses ran in the rain at 
Santa Anita while the flood was 
taking life and the radio was chat- 
tering incoherent bulletins in a 
tone which was intended to be 
merely nonalarmist but overem- 
phasized optimism to a misleading 
degree. Where I have been was 
no shortage of food, water or 
liquor, no pause of professional or 
‘personal rivalry, no sight of sen- 
tries or men in sodden clothes 
heaving sandbags on the main 
streets and even now the flood, to 
many who were neighbors to it, 
is only something of which they 
read in the papers. 

The explanation lies partly in 
the abruptness and brevity of the 
blow, which was over and done be- 
fore it could be talked up in the 
mass imagination. But another 
element is the guest or tourist 
psychology of the thousands who 
come to this fair but troubled land 
to get rich and even after years in 
town will speak of some other 
where as home and of the com- 
munity as “they,” not “we,” after 
all. - It wasn’t “our” flood but 


“theirs.”

GOOD MORNING

Dr. C. J. Tinsley, pastor of Stan- 
more Baptist church, Sydney, Aus- 
tralia,, sends me the 150th _anni- 
versary edition of the Sydney Mail 
—one of the finest examples of 
journalism, both in technique and 
content, I have ever seen. There 
are color plates in this anniver- 
sary edition of the historic Aus- 
tralian newspaper that any en- 
graver would delight to produce. 
The entire edition breathes a ro- 
mance of valour and chivalry. 

Captain Arthur Phillip landed at 
Botany Bay, January 18, 1788, and 
went ashore to unfurl the flag on 
a slope of Sydney cove. They 
erected the first government house 
of canvas, unloaded their stores 
from the battered ship, and went 
to work clearing the scrub. And 
thus began the story of Australia 
150 years ago. Today a great 
civilization crowns the work of the 
brave men and women who gave 
their lives in heroic service. The 
story is too full and far-reaching 
to be reviewed in this brief space. 
Perhaps this 150th anniversary 
will awaken our interest suffi- 
ciently to direct attention to spe- 
cial reading from any available 
sources on oux good neighbors in 
Australasia. ' 

Captain Phillip sailed on Octo- 
ber 24, 1786, in the old East In- 
dian ship, Sirius—a 600-ton ship 
that had seen many years of 
strenuous service. This old ship— 
known as the flagship of the first 
fleet-—was wrecked in 1790. The 
anchor, recovered from Norfolk 
island, is mounted in Macquarie 
Place, Sydney. I have been 
thrilled as I have read the story 
of Captain Phillip in the anniver- 
sary edition of The Mail, written 
by Professor S. H. Roberts, of 
Sydney University. 

Other notable pioneers in the 
settlement of Australia, including 
Sir Joseph Banks, George Bass, 
Matthew Flinders, Captain Wil- 
liam Bligh, Captain John Hunter, 
Captain Gavin Hamilton, William

BANKER MUST PAY 
$364,404 IN TAXES 


Supreme Court Sustains 
Charge by Government 
Against C. E. Mitchell. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—(?) 
The supreme court decided today 
that Charles E. Mitchell, once 
chairman of the National City 
Bank, of New York, must pay the 
government a $364,545 assessment 
imposed for alleged “fraud with 
intent to evade” 1929 income 
taves. 

By a six-to-one vote, the court 
disagreed with Mitchell’s conten- 
tion that his acquittal on a crime 
inal charge of attempting to evade 
a $728,709 tax barred collection of 
a 50-per cent penalty. 

Justice Brandeis delivered the 
majority opinion that reversed a 
(decision in favor of Mitchell by 
the federal circuit court at New 
York. . 

Justice McReynolds dissented, 
but delivered no written opinion. 
Justices Cardozo and Reed did not 
participate. 

Tax Plus Penalty. 

Mitchell was acquitted in June, 
1933, after the government com- 


‘| plained that he deducted from in- 


come an alleged loss of $2,872,305 
arising “from a purported sale” of 
National City Bank stock to his 
| wife. 
also failed to return as 
$666,666 received from the Na- 
tional City Company, of which he 
was chairman. 
After trial of the criminal 
charge, the commissioner of in- 
‘ternal revenue attempted in civil 
| proceedings to collect the $728,709 
'tax, plus the 50 per cent penalty. 
| The circuit court at New York 
| Sustained the $728,709 assessment, 
|and the supreme court refused last 
October to review that part of the 
‘decision. However, it consented 
to pass on the 50 per cent penalty. 
Brandeis said it had “long been 
settled” that “acquittal on a crim-

To Halt Paroles 


Chairman Vivian Stanley, of the 
‘State Prison and Parole Commis- 


‘sion, said yesterday the system, of 
‘mandatory fingerprinting of all in- 
coming felony prisoners soon to be 
inaugurated at Tattnall’ prison 
would eliminate unintentional pa- 
role of second or third-term pris- 
oners who often obtain clemency 
by using fictitious names. 

Stanley said fingerprinting had 
been used for some years at Bald- 
win county prison farm and in 
Fulton county, but added the sys- 
tem was not yet universal in the 
state. 

The Fulton county grand jury 
last week criticized the prison 
‘commission for releasing “repeat- 
'ers” on parole. 
| Stanley said criminals with pre- 
| vious prison records are not re- 
leased.until they had served their 
minimum terms, plus one year. He 
added the commission was unable 
under existing law to hold a pris- 
'oner longer than that if his prison 
‘conduct was good. 
| The parole board chairman said 
'trial judges were authorized to 
‘sentence third-term offenders to 4 
'straight 20 years in prison but 
that few, if any, acted under this 
statute.

_ “Mother, who shot Prince and 
'why did they do it?”

| Jt will not ease the hearts of 
Ed and-Joe, however.

He wasn’t there to lick their 
hands in silent devotion in their 
sorrow. He was not there to play 
tag with them; to run along with 
them and the rest of the gang 


'when they went skating and rid-| 


‘ing on their wheel. 

' And yesterday, when they came 
-home from school, they didn’t 
-hear his friendly bark as they 
'came in. Later when they studied 
their lessons he wasn’t there. 

| The two boys felt they could 
‘not talk about their pet. Bully, a 
fox terrier, jumped on their lap, 
brought balis and laid them at

Defeated by Council in 8-to-5 Vote 


City council yesterday put a 
damper on the proposal to trade 
the old city hall site for a park 
facing the remodeled municipal 
auditorium. 

By a vote of 8 to 5, council re- 
fused to consider the suggestion 
of Mayor Hartsfield and a citi- 
zens’ committee that the old city 
hall site be traded for the tri- 
angle bounded by Courtland, Gil- 
mer and Edgewood avenue, an 
ordered the proposal filed. 

Hartsfield predicted, however, 
the matter was not ended and said 
he sincerely hoped council would 
move to dispose of the site at Ma- 
rietta and Forsyth streets and to 
procure a park to enhance the 
city’s auditorium. 

As a counter proposal to the one 
for an auditorium park, which was 
suggested by a committee headed 
by Ivan Allen, prominent busi- 
nessman, Alderman Ed A. Gilliam 
introduced a resolution to cancel 
leases on the old city hall plot 
and to biw4ld a downtown park 
there. The loss of the $440 per 
month rental for the plot would 
be nominal, he asserted. | 

Charges Big Difference. 

Gilliam, 
Couch and others opposed the 
‘trade suggested. Gilliam said the 
triangle was assessed at $137,000 
and “the city hall site at $500,000. 

This development came at a 
brief session in which council vot- 
ed to purchase a $169,236 water 
pump, 20 new motorcycles and a 
new car for Fire Chief O. J. Park- 
er but killed a paper to purchase 
16 new cars for the radio police. 

Led by Alderman Roy Callaway, 
the aldermanic board refused to 
concur in council’s vote to buy 
from the low bidder on police 
cars.

FAIR VOTE’ IS URGED 
ON FARM PROGRAM 


Cotton, Tobacco Quota Bal- 
lot’s Importance Is — 
Stressed by Hutson. 


TIFTON, March 7.—(4—Assist- 
ant Administrator J. B, Hutson, 


of the AAA, today urged “a large 
vote and a fair vote” on farm mar- 
keting quotas, asserting “there is 
little doubt that the present agri- 
cultural adjustment art will some 
day be tested in the courts.” : 

For this reason, he said here in 
a speech explaining cotton and 
flue-cured tobacco marketing quo- 
tas on which southern farmers 
will vote March 12, and because 
“we want every farmer to express 
his own well-considered opinion,” 
it is “highly important that refer- 
enda be conducted in 23n impar- 
tial manner.” 

“We want fair referenda,” Hut- 
son told the farmer audience that 
filled the 800-seat Tifton High 
school auditorium, “and we want 
as many eligible farmers as can 
possibly get to polls to cast their 
baliots. We want those who are 
honestly opposed to marketing 
quotas to have the same oppor- 
tunity for voting as those who 
honestly favor quotas.” 

Law Is Explained. 

Hutson explained in detail pro- 
visions of the new farm program 
and referenda. He declared mar- 
keting quotas, which must be ap- 
proved by two-thirds of the farm- 
ers voting before they can become 
effective, are needed for cotton 
to help “get out from under a 
burdensome surplus” and for flue- 
cured tobacco to avoid. building 
up “a burdensome surplus.” 

“Some are inclined to feel that 
by some mysterious process we 
can continue to have big crops of 
flue-cured tobacco and high prices 
indefinitely,” Hutson said, “but I 
am afraid that is impossible. To- 
day, stocks of flue-cured tobac- 
co are over 100,000,000 pounds 
larger than they were a year ago. 
Cotton supplies are already so 
large that low prices are here. 

No Regimentation. 

“If a sufficient number of farm- 
ers who vote give us a real in- 
dication of what most of them 
want, I have no fear of so-called 
regimentation, or compulsion in 
connection with these programs. 
Through the quotas, congress has 
given the majority power to pro- 
‘tect itself against a smaii minority. 
To me that is democracy.”

The first thing to decide is the 
background—walls and floors. Can 
you paint the woodwork? Because 
that oak woodwork is the main 
thing that is keeping the effect of 
the room dark. Why not have 
walls and woodwork done over in 
a paler, fresher yellow, then have 
a soft blue carpet for the floor. 
The Venetian blinds we'd paint 
yellow too, but why not 
them clear up to the ceiling line? 
That would give still more height. 
Though you realize that Venetian 
blinds in themselves tend to low- 
er the effect of the ceiling because 
of the horizontal lines. 
hanging curtains from ceiling line 
to floor would be better for the il- 
lusion of height.

HARD TO TEACH OLD TIMERS 
NEW PATHOLOGY. 


In one of the medical journals in 
the nose and throat field a special- 
ist in that field undertook to assay 
the diathermy method of extirpat- 
ing infected tonsils, for the benefit 
of doctors who had not yet learned 
about the method. 


He stated — his qualifica- 
tions that ‘‘we Nave had represent- 
atives of manufacturers of physio- 
therapy apparatus advise us as to 
the proper use of the machines. 
Our results have been unsatisfac- 
>. 

Needless to add! Would a com- 
petent surgeon have a representa- 
tive of the manufacturer of scal- 
pels advise him as to the proper 
use of the cutlery? 

The medical profession indulges 
in entirely too much of that sort of 
bungling. If a doctor is in earnest 
and not a narrow-minded nincom- 
poop, he will seek technical in- 
struction from a master of the 
method before he attempts to use 
such a difficult technique in prac- 
tice. The trouble with so many of 
these born specialists and bump- 
tious surgéons is that they hate so 
like hades to acknowledge that any 
other doctor can teach them any- 
thing. 

This learned critic then points 
out what he considers “the most 
serious obstacle in electrocoagula- 
tion of tonsils.” That is “the ex- 
treme difficulty of completely 
eradicating all diseased tissue by 
this method. One case had ten 
treatments to each tonsil, another 
had nine treatments, and another 
had twenty-four treatments, and 
still all the tosillar tissue was not 
removed.” 

But weighed against this is the 
fact that the patients were still 
getting about fairly well. Had they 
undergone the risk of a major 
operation, who knows whether one 
of them would have succumbed to 
shock, hemorrhage, lung abscess or 
some unfortunate accident beyond 


the control of the busy operator

and hurries to the next case.

hands does not leave in the throat 
more or less tonsil tissue. And

Any doctor who is capable of 
doing his own thinking knows 
perfectly well that there is no jus- 
tification for an attempt to remove 
normal tonsil tissues from the 
throat by any method. All that is 
justified in any case is an attempt, 
by whatever method doctor and 
patient elect, to remove, disinfect, 
sterilize or pasteurize the focus or 
foci of infection in the tonsil, with- 
out disturbing surrounding normal 
tonsil tissue any more than is ab- 
solutely necessary. :

S.McKeever, Treasurer 
Under ‘Robbie’, Is Dead 


NEW YORK, March 7.—(UP) 
Stephen W. McKeever, president 
of the Brooklyn Dodgers, who was 
just plain “Jedge” to the Flatbush 
faithful, died today. He would 
have béen 84 in October, and was 
the oldest head of a major league 
club. 

McKeever was sternly opposed 
to disposing of his 50 per cent of 
Dodger stock as long as he lived, 
and it was believed his death 
might result in reorganization of 
the club—potentially regarded as 
one of the most valuable proper- 
ties in baseball—with possible 
eventual sale to one of many bid- 
ders who have tried urfsuccessful- 
ly to buy it. 

McKeever, ill for a week of 
bronchial pneumonia, died early 
today at his home in Brooklyn. 
Surviving are his wife, Elizabeth, 
and a daughter, Mrs: Jams Mul- 
vey, whose husband is secretary 
of the Dodgers. 

McKeever became _ associated 
with the Dodgers in 1912. He and 
his brother, Edward, had pros- 
pered in the contracting business 
in his home borough of Brooklyn. 
At that time the late Charles H. 


Ebbets, sole owner of the Dodgers, 
‘built Ebbets field with funds 
which his friends, the McKeevers, 
‘provided. In return, they were 
'given a 50 per cent block of stock 
and became club officials. 

Ebbets and Edward McKeever 
died within two weeks of each 
other in 1925 and then began a 
tumultous era at Brooklyn. Con- 
stant “squabbling, bickering and 
court battles followed their deaths. 
Neither faction would sell to the 
other—and each controlled an 
even division of stock. 

The Ebbets interests scored a 
victory in 1927 when, with Mc- 
Keever seriously ill, they ap- 
pointed Wilbert Robinson as man- 
ager for three years. McKeever 
hated Robinson and their feud 
was one of the most famous in 
baseball. 

In 1929, when Robinson’s con- 
tract expired, McKeever blocked 
his reappointment and the battle 
became so furious that National

JAPAN WILL BAR 


NEXT OLYMPICS 


Warring Country Consid- 
ers Cancellation of 
Tokyo Games. 


LONDON, March 7.—(#)—Ja- 
pan’s internal dispute over the ad- 
visability of playing host to the 
Olympic games two years hence 
flared anew _ today as British 
‘Olympic officials reiterated their 
opposition to Tokyo as a site for 
the games. 

War Minister General Gen 
Sugiyama precipitated a new argu- 
ment over the Olympic situation 
by announcing, at Tokyo, that 
military authorities had decided 
to prohibit soldiers on the active 
list from taking part in the games 
and recommending that they be 
cancelled entirely if the Chinese- 
Japanese conflict continues. 


This view brought an immediate 
protest from Professor Jigoro Ka- 
no, Japanese delegate en route to 
Cairo for the international Olym- 
pic committee meeting opening at 
Cairo Thursday. 

“IT know of no reason for any- 
one saying anything about aban- 
doning the games,” Professor Kano 
said at Alexandria, Egypt. “The 
war in China? That’s nothing.” 

Meanwhile, Lord Aberdare, 
British delegate to the I. O. C. 
meeting, reaffirmed his intention 
of opposing Tokyo as a site for the 
games if an occasion arises during 
the 10-day session. 

Professor Kano declared that 
Japan was fully prepared for, and 
determined to hold, the games on 
schedule. He thought it unlikely 
that any question over Tokyo’s se- 
lection as a site would arise at 
the Cairo meeting. 

‘“There’s no reason for it to come 
up,” he said. 

Though Great Britain will be in 
the opposition camp, Japan will 
be able to count upon Italy and 
Germany during the Cairo ses-

Dollar Is Showing Strength 
Against Foreign Curren- 
cies, Says Writer.

NEW 7 RK, March 7.—Terms 
of the quarterly Treasury financ- 
ing were well received in Wall 
Street. A premium was bid for the 
new bonds to be exchanged for the 
maturing notes and there was 
every reason to believe that Sec- 
retary Morgenthau was correct 
when he said that “conditions in 
the government bond market are 
favorable.” 

Those who are dubious about 
the government credit in view of 
the postponement of budget bal- 
ancing should be reassured. It will 
be time enough to worry when the 
trend of government financing is 
toward a shorter dated oblgation 
to refund an outstanding one. 

A decrease in the ratio of bonds 
to total debt would be a cause for 
concern, but that is not the case 
now. It is estimated that, at pres- 
ent, notes and bills amount to only 
a little over 30 per cent of the 
whole. The danger point is reach- 
ed when the Treasury can finance 
only by maturities of less than a 
year, and that point is very far 
away. It is still true that there is 
practically no competition with 
the government for investment 
capital. 

Dollar Shows Strength. 

For a change, the dollar is show- 
ing strength against foreign cur- 
rencies. The weakest unit is the 
French franc, which Monday sank 
to a new low for the movement, 
carrying sterling with it. The reas- 
on for this about-face is not ap- 
parent. 

Recently foreign banks have 
been converting their dollar bal- 
ances into gold in apparent belief 
that an inflationary situation was 
developing on this side. Now all 
the emphasis is placed on 
French financial difficulties, with 
a trace of anxiety about the whole 
European situation. Sentiment as 
to the relatively safest refuge for 
capital swings back and forth pen- 
dulum-like. 

Business developments 
start of the week were both fa- 
vorable and unfavorable, with the 
latter the more numerous. 
operating rate of the steel indus- 
try, as estimated by the American 
Iron & Steel Instiute, was a small 
fraction higher than a year ago, 
but disappointing none the less, 
for, on a seasonal basis, there 
ought to be a sharp rise now. 

The trade journals speak of im- 
provement in demand, but admi 
it is slight. In a general way tha 
is true of most industries. The 
rate of activity seems fairly well 
sustained at this level, but it does 
not improve. 

Dividend Reductions. 

Dividend reductions and omis- 
sions, together with lower earn- 
ings for such companies as report 
on a monthly basis, continue the 
rule. The dividend news does not 
make so much of an impression as 
do the earnings statements. It is 
well understood that, as long as 
the tax on undistributed profits is 
operative, distribution to stock- 
holders must be irregular. Most 
corporations paid out the limit in 
the last quarter of 1937 to avoid 
the tax and they are forced to con- 
serve cash now. If all goes well, 
the partners in the enterprise may 
expect to receive their share of 
the profits—if any—later on, but 
in the meantime conservatism is 
the watch-word. 

It is different with the earn- 
ings. They are correctly regarded 
as picturing the business situation 
as it is today, and for the most 
part it is a dark picture.’ Lumber 
production furnishes a compara- 
tively bright spot. For the first 
eight weeks of the year, new or- 
ders were 34 per cent over pro- 
duction and shipments 22 per cent 
above output. The Department of 
Commerce also reports that paint 
and varnish sales were higher in 
January. 


With regard to the stock mar- 
ket, the Street is doing its best to 
be optimistic. The argument is that 
some sort of a spring revival must 
come, and that very soon, no mat- 
ter what happens later in the year. 
Then, prices are very low com- 
pared with the peak from which 
the long decline started and, the- 
oretically, ought to have discount- 
ed about everything. 

Much reliance is' placed on the 
stimulus to be had from an ad- 
vance in railroad rates, announce- 
ment of which is expected any 
time now. This hopeful feeling, 
however, is not unanimous and the 
stock market 4tself does not sup- 
port it. After climbing up in sight 
of the top of the January rally 
two weeks ago, reaction has had 
its way. Prices receded again in 
the opening session of the week 
and on a slightly larger volume.
